Just as the lone survivor of Custer's last stand at 
the battle of the Little Big Horn answered to 
two names, TONKA and COMANCHE, so did 
the leaders of both sides of the conflict... 


















Until he was fourteen years old, the Indian 
leader was called JUMPING BADGER; but 
at that time, he earned his first coup and 
was given his father’s name, SITTING BULL. 


The cavalry leader was 
GEORGE CUSTER to his troopers, 
but to the plains Indians he was 
YELLOW HAIR, a fighter of 
Indians, who had been sent to drive 


them from their hunting grounds.
